Jobless 
Takes Biggest 
Jump of Year 


WASHINGTON (AP - Unem- 


ployment last month took its 
biggest jump in a year, the 
tabor n^nartment reported to- 
day, and a spokesman said it 
indicated a slowdown in. the rate 
of the nation's economic growth. 


But, as Commissioner Arthur 


M. Ross of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics said, "There is every 
reason to believe that the over- 
all (economic) movement is 
still upward," despite the rise 
in May from 3.7 to 4 per cent 
in the jobless rate. 


The total number of unem- 


ployed rose 140,000 to 2.9 mil- 
lion. 


Ross said the biggest part of 


the increase was among high 
school and college students put- 
ting in bids for summer jobs, 
although they were still 
in 


school in May and not ready to 
work until June. 


"It doesn't prove that they 


are not going to get work," Ross 
said.

If the temperature is 
not over 102 there is no need 
to worry about it but a close 
check on it should be kept be- 
cause it may shoot up very 
quickly. 


The best way to combat a 


high fever is to sponge the 
child with lukewarm water or 
rubbing alcohol. Most doctors 
advise against the use of as- 
pirin to reduce the fever in a 
child because sometimes it is 
not readily eliminated and 
p o i s o n o u s concentrations 
build up in the child's blood.

throat. The doctor says It's 
tonsillitis. Is this serious? How 
can I tell whether it is the 
start of rheumatic fever? 


A-^If along with a sore 


throat there is a fever and the 
tonsils are swollen and in* 
flamed your son has tonsillitis. 
This usually subsides within a 
few days with good nursing 
care—bed rest, small doses ot 
aspirin and plenty of fluids. 
The diagnosis of rheumatic 
fever is based on symptoms 
and laboratory tests and is 
best left to vour doctor.

Re-do Old Furniture

The secret to such a do-it- 
yourself project is: Plan first, 
then do the work. 


You may want more privacy 


than your terrace or porch 
now offers. You can get this 
by screening in the area, per- 
haps with a colorful glass 
fiber screening on the market. 
So do this select 2x4xl2-foot 
posts at the lumber yard, 
measure accurately the area 
you want to enclose, secure 
the posts in the ground and 
staple the screening to them. 
This unit is easy to remove 
and store in the fall. 


For giving old furniture a 


new look, you'll need a special 
primer to give wood or metal 
Surfaces a rustproof, decay- 
proof s u r f a c e , waterproof 
paint, cotton padding, water- 
repellent 
fabric and your 


tools. 


You may want to cover the 
top of a bridge table, seats of 
bridge or dinette chairs for 
patio use.

If you decide to rescue an 


upholstered piece for com-

ortable sitting outdoors, here 
re some steps to follow: 


Couches and chairs with solid frames can convert to 
decorative patio furniture. Select a colorful expanded 
vinyl, terry cloth burlap or upholstery fabric with stain- 
repellent finish and dress up old pieces. To upholster 
back of chair, place material around a piece of stiff card- 
board to give a firm straight edge (A) and run cardboard 
along the full length of the chair frame top. Tack in posi- 
tion, pull material down tight and drive first staple in 
middle bottom edge of chair frame. Pull (B) taut and 
work from middle to one corner. Do same on other side. 
Sew folded side edges (C) to the piping.

Surveyor 1 
Takes a Long 
Look at Star 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 


America's lunar peeping torn, 
Surveyor I, Us delicate footpads 
resting firmly on the moon's 
lumpy surface, has taken a 
long, long look at a star. 
The spacecraft's accurate tel- 


evision eye sought and found 
Fsirius, the brightest star in the 
sky, providing scientists at the 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory with 
a good fix on Surveyor's exact 
location. 
The scientists said pictures of 


the bright star were received 
Sunday among 651 new photos 
of the lunar surface, some show- 
ing s range of hills in the dis- 
tance. 
The hills, or small m""ntains, 


had been noticed in earlier pic- 
tures, but only as small lumps 
in the distance. Far more de- 
tail was obtained, the scientists 
said, by switeWng to a narrow- 
angle, long-range lens. 


Scientists planned to keep a 


close eye on Surveyor's reac- 
tion today to the sun's heat.
